Cadet Lriu.scr, with the Concord’s 
Liunch armed with a Lratiing, did excel­ 
lent w’tu'k on the left of tne lauding 
party. Captain Myers of the marines 
ca{» tured a muzzle-loading held piece. 
Liemeiiant McLouaid was in command 
of the himliug party, and the movement 
was splendidly executed and coutrolled 
The numb ers of the Filipiuos here 
could not b o a.scertaiued aud uo dead 
W’ere seen. 
The Monterey tired for four hours—

Jam estown, N. Y"., Sept. 25.—The 
young woniau murdered at Falconer 
was ideutitied b y Rev. F. Martinson, 
pastor of tue Swedish Lutheran church, 
as Miss Emily Adolphson, a houA» ser­ 
vant and a memb er of his congrega­ 
tion. 
Puy.siciaus conducting the autopsy 
discovered tliat the girl would have b e­ 
come a mother within a tew months. 
Tlie iK)hce learned that the murdered 
girl had b eeu much iu the company of a 
young man named Frank Venuerholm 
of tills city. 
They visited Venuerholm's b oardipg 
hoii.^e, fouud the youug man iu b ed au(i 
arre.sted him. 
A search of the room 
b rougiit to view a vest and pair of 
trousers covered w'ith mud aud b lood; a 
pair of shoes aud a pair of stockiugs 
soaked with water, aud in a trunk w.ts 
found a wiiite siiirt with the b osom 
heavily spattered with b lood together 
with a haudkerchief iu the same coudi- 
tiou. 
The ground in the vicinity of the 
place ot the murder was thoroughly 
searciied aud the haudle of a razor w uu 
the olade b roken was found. 
The han­ 
dle was shown to Veunerholm’s Drother, 
who liad not b tieu iiitormed of Hie ar­ 
rest, aud lie at once prououiiced it the 
haudle of his b rother Frank’s razor. 
Veuneriioliu is promiueut among the 
Sw'edisU youug people of the city aud 
au Gild Fellow. 
A womau’s cries for help attracted the 
atteiitiou ol turee b oys m tue village of 
Falcouei . The b oysrau iu the directiou 
whence the cnes eame aud heard a 
feeb le voice .saying “ here 1 am .” The 
voice came from a elump of b ushes uear 
the Cuautauqua lake outlet which runs 
througU tlie village. 
The b oys heard 
some one ruiiiiiug through tue b ushes, 
W'iiiie tlie woman was touud to have 
b eeu dragged to the edge of the water 
and droppi d m. 
’J'he b ody was pulled to the b ank. 
When a iihyMcaii arrived the woman 
was dead. 
Her throat liad b eeu cut 
trom ear to ear. 
The grijuud iu the vi­ 
cinity gave evidimce of a struggle.

J a m e s t o w n , N. Y., Sept. 25.—The 
yotuig woinau murdered at Falconer 
was ineutified by Rev. P. Martinson, 
pastor of the Swedish Lutheran church, 
as Miss Emily Adolphsou, a house ser­ 
vant and a member of his congrega­ 
tion. 
Physicians conducting the autopsy 
discovered that the girl would have be­ 
come a mother within a few months. 
The police learned that the murdered 
girl had been much in the company of a 
young man named Frank Venuerholm 
of this city. 
They visited Venuerholm’s boarding 
hou.se, found the youug man in bed aud 
arrested him. 
A search of the room 
brought to view a vest and pair of 
trousers covered with mud aud blood; a 
pair of shoes and a pair of stockings 
soaked with water, ana in a trunk was 
found a white shirt with the bosom 
heavily spattered with blood together 
with a handkerchief in the same condi­ 
tion. 
The ground in the vicinity of the 
place of the murder was thoroughly 
searched and the handle of a razor witn 
tile oiade broken was found. 
The han­ 
dle was shown to Veuuerholm’s brother, 
wlio had not been informed of tiie ar­ 
rest, aud lie at once pronounced it the 
handle of his brother Frank’s razor. 
Venuerholm is prominent among the 
Swedish young people of the city aud 
an Odd Fellow. 
A woman's cries for help attracted the 
attention ut three boys in the village of 
Falconer. The boys ran iii the direction 
whence tile cries came aud heard a 
feeble voice saying “ here I am .” The 
voice l ame from a clump of bushes near 
the Chautauqua lake outlet which runs 
through tile village. 
The boys heard

Two men were burned to death and 
three seriously injured by a terrible dis­ 
aster in the Wellsville oil field Saturday 
afternoon. 
The accident occurred on the Hayl 
well, on the Ridinger farm, oue thlrd of 
a mile north of Wellsville, on tne Lisbon 
road. The ground was originally leased 
by Vance Todd and J. H. Johnson, of 
Wellsville, from Mrs. Slaughter, of Al­ 
legheny, and hy them leased to John 
Ray), of Wellsville, 
Harry Karns, of 
Pittsburg, and S, Adams. 
The well 
was sank about bO feet south of the 
Law’son 100 barrel well, and came in at 
5 o’clock Saturday morning. It proved 
to be the best in the field, 125 barrels 


natural, 
Saturday morning they started to take 
out the sand pump to clean it. They got 
it np to within two feet of the top about 
3 o’clock ill the afternoon and had 
unscrewed one side of the cap when they 
found it was too strong for them and 
tried to put the cap hack. The pressure 
forced the cap oil’ and sent the oil up in 
a colamn 75 feet above the 52 foot der 
rick. The spray covered about an acre 
of ground and almost before the men 
working realized what had happened 
the gas had reached the boiler 40 feet 
away and the whole place wa.s a sea of 


burning oil. 
Charles Wilkinson. John H. Williams 
and Harry Karns had been w’orking at 
the hole, and John Rayl and Charles 
Rogers w’ere at the boiler. All w’ere soon 
in Hames. 
Karns was the first to run. 
He dashed northeast and jumped into a 
big water tank. 
W’illiains started for 
Little Yellow creek west, but became 
confused 
and 
ran 
twice 
around 
the 
Ridinger 
house 
and 
then 
north-west, rolling over the hill and 
down into the roadway. 
Parts of the 
flesh from his hands were found on fop 
of the hill and his roll down the hill is 
marked by ,i streak of burnt grass. 
He 
died at 0 o'clock Saturday night. 
W^ilkiiisoii ran southwest. 
He vva.s 
the worst burned. 
He tell as .soon as he 
reached the top of the hill when* he 
w’as making for Little Yellow creek, 
150 feet aw ay. 
He rolled over into the 


road and was probably dead before he 
struck the hill edge. 
Rayl ran southwest from rhe boiler 
and was caught by J. M, Workman and 
rolled in the grass, 
Rogers ran down I 


the road to an old stone spring and was 
caught and rolled in the roadway until | 
the flames were out.

Williams was from this city, .S5 years j 
of age and leaves a wife. 
He formerly 
drove an ex press wagon for Geon?e i 
W# *lls and was employed as a driller at | 
the well. 
His body was brought to i 
Harry l^arkins’ home in the West End | ( 
and W’as buried at 10 o’clock today at 
(Tporgetow’ii. 
He was a Mason and an 
Odd Fellow. 
Wilkinson was 21 years of age, and 
was employed as a tool dresser. 
His 
home is in Jewett, O. He boarded with 
Mrs. Alfred 
McFall, Fourth street, 
Wellsville, and went there about a 
month ago from the East End, this 


city. 
Rayl is reported improving today at 
his home in Wellsville, 
His body is 
badly bnrned. 
He is one of the owners 
of the well, 50 years of age and has a 
wife and three children. 
Karns is 22, nnmarried, a son of S. 
Dune Karns, the old time oil magnate 
and Populist of Pittsburg. He is burned 
on breast, head and face, but will re 
cover. 
He is at the Rayl home. 
Rogers is from Hookstown, 22 and 
single. 
He is burned about the arm s' 
and breast and is at the Central hotel, 
Wellsville. 
He will recover.

Two men were burned to death and 
three seriously injured by a terrible dis­ 
aster in the Wellsville oil field Saturday 
afternoon. 
The accident occurred on the Ray I 
well, on the Ridinger farm, oue thlrd of 
a mile north of Wellsville, on tne Lisbon 
road. The ground was originally leased 
by Vance Todd and J. H. Johnson, of 
Wellsville, from Mrs. Slaughter, of Al­ 
legheny, and by them leased to John 
Rayl, of Wellsville, Harry Karns, of 
Pittsburg, and S. Adams. 
The well 
was sank about 50 feet south of the 
Lawson IOO barrel well, and came in at 
5 o’clock Saturday morning. It proved 
to be the best in the field, 125 barrels 
natural. 
Saturday morning they started to take 
out the sand pump to clean it. They got 
it up to within two feet of the top about 


9 o’clock in the afternoon and had 
unscrewed one side of the cap when they 
found it w as too strong for them and 
tried to put the cap back. The pressure 
forced the cap off and sent the oil up in 
a column 75 feet above the 52 foot der­ 
rick. The spray covered about an acre 
of ground and almost before the men 
working realized what had happened 
the gas had reached the boiler 40 feet 
away and the whole place was a sea cf 
burning oil. 
Charles Wilkinson, John H. Williams 
and Harry Karns had beeu working at 
the hole, and John Rayl aud Charles 
Rogers were at the boiler. All were soon 
in flames. Karns was the first to ran. 
He dashed northeast aud jumped into a 
bisr water tank. 
Williams started for 
Little Yellow creek west, but became 
confused 
and 
ran 
twice 
around 
the 
Ridinger 
house 
aud 
then 
north-west, rolling over the hill and 
dowu into the roadway. Parts of the 
flesh from his hands were found on top 
of the hill and his roll dow’ii the hill is 
marked by a streak of burnt grass.

Wilkinson ran southwest. He was 
the worst burned. He tell as soon as he 
reached the top of the hill where he 
was making for Little Yellow creek, 
150 feet away. 
He rolled over into the 


road and was probably dead before he 
struck the hill edge. 
Rayl ran southwest from the boiler 
and was caught by J. M. Workman and 
rolled in the grass. Rogers ran down 
the road to an old stone spring and was 
caught and rolled in the roadway until 
the flames were out. 
Williams w*as from this city, 35 years 
of age and leaves a wife. 
He formerly 
drove an express wagon for George 
Wells and was employed as a driller at 
the well. 
His body was brought to 
Harry Larkins’ home in the West End 
and w*as buried at IO o’clock today at 
Georgetown. He was a Mason and an 
Odd Fallow. 
Wilkinson was 21 years of age, and 
was employed as a tool dresser. His 
home is in Jewett, O. He boarded with 
Mrs. Alfred McFall, Fourth street, 
Wellsville, and went there abomt a 
month ago from the East End, this 
city.

Sunday, Sept. 17, the Mc­ 
Lean press printed at great length a 
story about Private lawrence Doon of 
Company K. Fourth United States in­ 
fantry. whose home is in Belle Cen­ 
ter, O. 
Doon had written home that he had 
been sentenced to a year’s imprison­ 
ment in the military prison at Manilla, 
the forfeiture of his pay and to be dis­ 
honorably discharged because he had 
addressed a letter to General Otis ask­ 
ing 
promotion 
instead 
of 
gointo 
through the usual channels. 
This the Democratic organs howled 
was 
a 
vicious crime against Hoon, 
whose only defense, they declared, was 
not observing the army red tape. 
lf the story of Hoon had been true 
it would have been a punishment cf 
unjustifiable severity and would have 
deserved 
condemnation. 
But 
when 
General Otis’ side 
of 
the case was 
heard, and it came by cable within 48 
hours after the McLean fake was pub­ 
lished. it showed that Hoon had not 
been sentenced for sending a letter to 
Otis, but for forging the names of a 
sergeant, two corporals and two pri­ 
vates to a false recommendation of 
Hoon’s bravery and a false recommen­ 
dation for his promotion. 
Forgery is always a grave crime and 
especially so in war. 
Had 
he been 
tried by any court he would have been 
as severely punished as he was by the 
courtmartial. 
As a matter of fact his punishment, 
In view of the crime, was mild. 
The 
army regulations permit sentences up 
to 25 years for such a crime, and Hoon 
only got one year, which everybody 
will admit was no more than he de­ 
served. 
Thus is exploded 
another 
vicious 
and foolish yarn which was put for­ 
ward by the McLean organs as a des­ 
perate attack on the McKinley admin­ 
istration. 
It was a silly fake at h e st, 
and the u s e of it by t h e McLean or­ 
gans shows t h a t they are very hard 
pressed for material with which to at­ 
tempt to besmirch President McKin­ 
leys’ conduct of the war and the ad­ 
ministration of the affairs of the na­ 
tion by t h e Republican party.

This idea of congressional interfer­ 
ence with General Otis' actions or the 
president’s plans is so widespread here 
that it has somewhat atfeeteu even the 
influential Filipinos in Manila. 
“ VV hen congress m eets,” says G en­ 
eral Otis, "should the president recom­ 
mend non-action in the Philippine af­ 
fairs, or should congress refrain from 
interfering, ii would be a hard blow to 
the rebel leaders. 
If congress passes a 
resolution that there shall be no legis­ 
lation concerning tne Philippines until 
tile insurrection is ended by absolute 
aud unconditional surrender, that would 
be 
tne deathblow to the insurgent 
cause.”

Two men were burned to death and 
three seriously injured by a terrible dis­ 


aster in the Wellsville oil field Saturday 


afternoon. 
The accident occurred on the Rayl 
well, on the Ridinger farm, one third of 
a mile north of Wellsville, on the Lisbon 


road. 
The ground was originally leased 


by V ance Todd and J . H. Johnson, of 
Wellsville, from Mrs. Slaughter, of Al­ 


legheny, and by them leased to John 
Rayl, of Wellsville, 
Harry Karns, of 
Pittsburg, and S. Adams. 
The well 
was sunk about 50 feet south of the 
Lawson IOO barrel well, and came in at 


5 o’clock Saturday morning. 
It proved 


to be the best in the field, 125 barrels 


natural. 
Saturday morning they started to take 


out the sand pump to clean it. They got 
it up to within two feet of the top about 
8 o'clock in the afternoon and had 
unscrewed one side of the cap when they 


found it was too strong for them and 


tried to put the cap back. 
The pressure 


forced the cap off and sent the oil np in 
a column 75 feet above the 52 foot der­ 
rick. 
The spray covered about an acre 


of ground and almost before the men 
working realized what hnd happened 
the gas had reached the boiler 40 feet 


away and the whole place was a sea cf 


burning oil. 
Charles Wilkinson, John H. Williams 


and Harry Karns had beeu working at 
the hole, and John Rayl and Charles 
Rogers were at the boiler. All were soon 


in Haines. 
Karns was the first to run. 
He dashed northeast and jumped into a 
big water tank. 
Williams started for 


Little Yellow creek west, but became 
confused 
and 
ran 
twice 
around

north-west, rolling over the hill and 
down into the roadway. 
Parts of the 
flesh from his bauds were found on top 
of the hill and his roll down the hill is 
marked by a streak of burnt grass.

Wilkinson ran 
southwest. 
He was 
the worst burned. 
He tell as soon as he 
reached the top of the hill where he 
was making for Little YcIIoyv creek, 
160 feet awuv. 
He rolled over into the 


road and was probably dead before he 


struck the hill edge. 
Rayl ran southwest from the boiler 
and was caught by J. M. Workman and 
rolled in the grass. 
Rogers ran down 


the road to an old stone spring and was 


! caught and rolled in the roadway until 


I the flames were out. 
Williams was from this city, 85 years 


of age and leaves a wife. 
He formerly 
drove an express wagon for George 


Wells and was employed as a driller at 
the well. 
His body was brought to 


Harry Larkins’ home in the West End 
and was buried at IO o’clock today at 
Georgetown. 
He was a Mason and an 


Odd Fellow. 
Wilkinson was 21 years of age, and 
was employed as a tool dresser. 
His 
home is in Jewett, O. He boarded with 


Mrs. Alfred 
McFall, Fourth 
street, 
Wellsville, and went there about a 


month ago from the East End, this 


city. 
Rayl is reported improving today at 
his home in Wellsville. 
His body is 


badly burned. 
He is one of the owners 
of the well, 50 years of age and has a

Karns is 22, unmarried, a son of S.
